HE Kingdomeef England, that hath for many Ages conti- 
nued the happieſt Nation on the havitableearth, en Joying the 
higheſt bleſſings that heaven can give, or eacth receive ; the fru- 
ition of the Gofpe4, which ſetled a firme Peacc; which Peace oc- 

caſioned a full Plenty, under the gracious Government of wiſe and famous 
Princes, over a thriving and well-contented People, Inſoannch that ſhee 
became the Earths Paraai/e, and the Worlds Wonder, is now the Nuarſe- 
ry of all Setts; her Peace 1s violated; her Plenty woſting; her Government 
diſtempercd, her People diſcontented, and unnarurally imbroyld in her 
own Blood, not knowing the way, noraftcAing the meanes to Peace, In- 
ſomuch that ſhe 15 now become the Zj-word uf the Earth, and the [corre 
_ of Nations. 

The Caxſe and Ground of theſe our Nationall Combultions , are theſe 
our Nationall Tra»/greſſions, which unnaturally ſprung trom the negle& 
of that Truth we once had , and from the abuſe of that Peace wee now 
want : Which, taking occaſion ob ſome differences bet wixt His 4a4jeſtie 
and His two Houſes of Parliament, hath divided our Kingdome within 
it ſelfe, which had ſo divided it ſclfe from that God, who blclt it with fo 
firmea Trath, ſo ſetled a Peace, and ſo ſweet an V'ity.

I found this P*ity disjoynted, and growne to variance even to B/ood : 
The King, and his Adherents on the party; and his two Howes and thir 
Adberents on the other. ; a=: The

The pretence of this divifion, was the true Proteftant Religion , which 
beth proteſted to maintaine; the Liberty of the Subjeft, which both pro- 
teſted to -reſerve; the Priviledges of Parliament, which both promiſe to 
proteR; Yet, nevertheleſſe, the firſt neveffÞrofaned;the ſecond never more 
interrupted; the third never more violated. 

Standiiig an'azed at this Riddle, I turned mine eyes upon his Majeſty; 
and: 1ere, 1 viewed the Lords Annointed, (worne to maintain the eftabli- 
ſhed Lawes of this XK ingdome : I turned mine eyes upon the two Hoaſes; 
and, inthem, I beheld the /»tereſt of my Country , ſworne to obey his 
Majeſty xs their iupreame Governonry.

Thus tot and turned as a 1/cather-cocke to my own weakneſle, I reſol- 
ved it impollible to ferve'two Atefters. | 

Ifled to Kraſen; Reaſon could not fatisfic me : I fled to Policie ; Policy 
could not refolycyme:;At ler gth,pfindingmno Conncellowr, but that which 
factt 1 ſhould have ſought;il hyed mye to the. Booke of God, as the Great O- 
racle,and ulhering my Inquelt with Prayer and Humiliation, I opened 
the ſacred leaves, which (not by chance) preſented to my firlt eye, the 20, 
ofthe Proverbs,v.2.The feare of a King uu «s the rearing of a Lyon, and 
whe ſo provokeih him to Anger, ſinneth againſt his own ſoule. 

Now Ibegantofcarch, and found as many places to that purpoſe, as 
would ſwcll this ſheet into a Volume; fo that ina very ſhort ſpace, I was 
{o turniſhed, with ſuch ſirit Precepes, backt with ſuch ſtrong Examples, 
that my Judgemert was enlightncd, and my wavering Conſcience fo 
throughly convinced, that by the Grace of that Power which dirced me, 
neither Feare nor any By-reſpects (hall evcr hereatter remove me, unleſle 
it0:c clearer light direct mc.

will xot put their necks wader bus Toaks, 1 will puniſh them with the Sword, 

Famine, and the Peftilence, 1ill 1 have conſumed them, verle 9. ajrvelr

hearken not to your Diviners, and Propbets, that ſay unto you,7ou ſhall not 
ſerve the King of Babylon, for they prophecie a lye nnto you. v. 10, But the 
nations that ſhall ſerve the King of Babylon, an _ their necks under his 
Toaks, thoſe will ] let remaine nwtheir own land, (ſaith the Lord) and they 
ſhak till it, and dwell therein. 

Can there be a ſtricter Precepr?or could there be a more 1mpiousPrince? 
And yet, this Precepe, and yet, this Prince muſt be obeygd : nay, /#b pan: 
too; Upon the paine of Gods high wrath; fully expreſt in Famine, Sword, 
and Peſtslence, not only upon the pzople, but upon the Prieſts alſo, that 
ſhall perſwadethem unto diſobedience, 

The ſecond Precept is enj vn*d us out of the New Teſtament, Rom, 

13. 1. Let every ſoxlc be ſubjett ro the higher Powers, f'r there 15 n9 Pow- 
er but of Go1, The Powers that be are ordained of God : Whoſoever there- 
forereſiſteth the Poer, reſiſteth the Ordinance of God, and they that reſiſt, 
ſhall receive to themſelves damnation. This Power (this King ) to whom 
S. Paul commandeth this ſubjetion, was Nerse, the bloudy perſecuter 
of all that honoared the blefled Name of [e144 Chriſt. 

Gods Command ſhould bee a ſutticient Argument, *vrs32, is enough : 
But when he addes a Reaſon too, he anſwers all Objettions : But when he 
threatens a puni/hment, (no leſl:then damnation)upon the rcfiltatice there- 
of, he hath uſcd all meancs to perſwade a neceſſity of obuiience. 

Let every ſoule be ſubjett,) 

Not equall, much lefſe ſuperiour. And what is taking up of Armez, but 
an implyed fuppolition of at leaft equaliry ? What are the hopes of Con- 
queſt, but an ambition of Swperiority ? What 1s condemning, judging, or 
depoſing, but Swprewacie ? For it is againlt the na:zre of an Interiour to 
condemne, judge, or depoſc a Superiour.

If then there be proportion betwixt the $i» and the Puniſoament , you 
may hcreby gather the heynouſneſſe of diſobedience ; the puniſhment 
whereot is the very ſame with his that is guilty of the Body and Blood of 
our Lord; to the ogr, for not diſcerning the Lords B ody ; to the other , for 
not diſcerning the Lords Annointed. 

The Lords Anwoimeed? And whois he? None but the Regenerate: Chriſt 
is not Ckri/t to any, to whom ; clus 15 not Jeſus, 

Gods word anſwers your filly ObjeRion, nut I : Was not Sax/ Gods 
Annointed? 'Was not Cyr Gods Annointed, and many more whom 
God acknowledges {o,and yet wicked Kings? 

Cyrus is mine Annoited, yet he hath not knowne me. 

Tae firſt Example tor our Obedience the Old Teltament propoſes ta 
our imitation, Dar.3. 16. Nebuchaduezaar the King of Babilon ſets up 
a golden Image: S hadrech, Meſbach, and Abedxego were commanded to 
fall down and worſhip it. 

The King, a known Pagans, commands a groſle 1do/atry ; Did theſe 
men conſpire ? Or (being Rulers of the Province of Babel) did they invite 
the Jewes intoa Rebellion ? Did theſe (to {trengthen their own Faltion) 
blaſt their Soveraigns Name with Tyrannie and Pagani/me ? Did they 
endeavour by Scandals, and imptous Aſperfions, to render him odiows to 
his people ? Did they encourage their Provinces totake up Armes tor the - 
defence of their Liberties or Religion ? Did they ſeize upon , or ſtop his 
Revenues ? or annihilate his Power ? Did they «ſtrange themſelves trom 
his Preſence ? Marther his Meſſengers ? Or would they have flcighted his 
gracious Offers ? No, being called by their Prince, they came, and being 
commanded togive 4ttuall obedience to his w»n/awſwl Commands, ob- 
ſerve the modeſty of their brit anſwer, We are not careſuli to anſwer thee 
in this matter, and bcing urged, mark their pious re/o/#tion 1n the ſecond, 
Be it knowne, O King, we will not ſerve thy Gods, nor worſbip the golden 
Image thou haft ſet up, 

The King threatens the Fornace;They yeeld their Bodies to the Fornace, 
and ſay, God whom we ſerve will deliver us out of thy hands, and not, Hee 
will deliver Thee into our hands, They expe deliverance rather in their 
paſſive Obedience, then intheir altnal Reſeftaxce. |

mercifull times; even for the encouragement of them, whoſe pe- 
daxticke learning durlt never ſhew her ridiculous face before an i 


lie Schoole-man , whoſe livelyhoods they unworthily uſurpe, no! 
diſpenſing the bread of life , but the darnetl of giddy-headed fancie 
and ſedition , abhorring the way to peace , and maligning thoſe that 
enſue it. | 
I, but we deſire Peace, ſo we may have T7#th too, 
What mean ye by having Truth? The preſervation of the 0/4 Truth, 
or the Inſtitution of a New? 
It ye fearethe alteration of the Old (having your Soveraiones Oath. 
which you dare not beleive) what other Aſſurance can you have ? 
The Blood you ſhed, is cert4ine; The change you feare, is uncertaine : 
It is no wiſdome to apply a defperate Remedy to a ſ#ſpefted diſcaie. 
It the enjoyment of Peace depends upon a full Aſſwrance of Truth, 
eur diſcords may beare an everlaſting date: God hath threatned to re- 
move his Candleſticke,and our wickedneſle juftly teares it; And fo long 
as we feare it, (hall weabjure Peace, the bleſied meancs to prevent it * 
He that ſeeks to /ertle Truth by the ſword, aiftratts it. 
Or, isita Truth ye wan: ? If ſo, Is it of Do(trine, or of Diſcipline ? 
If of dotrine, Attum eft de noffra Religione , Farewell our Religion. 
Or, is it of Diſcipline? Diſcipline is but a Ceremony, And did the Lord 
ofthe Sabboth diſpence with a woral Law , for the preſervation of an 
Oxes life, or an Aſſes, and ſhall we, toalter ſome few indifferent Ce- 
remonies (allowed by the Parliaments of three pious and wiſe Princes, 
and the practice of many holy Martyres, who ſealed the true Proteſtant 
Religion with theirb/00d ) cry downe Peace, and ſhed the blood of ma- 
ny thouſand Chriſtians? 
Our ſedvced Proteſtants, will have no ſet Formes of Prayer,but what 
oceeds immediatly from their own Fancies, This istheir Truth, 
Our Semi-Separatiſts , will heare our Sermons, (it they like the Tex- 
cher ) but no Dsvine ſervice, This is their Truth, 
Our Separatiſts, will not communicate in our Churches, nor joywe in 
our Congregations.

Our Independants, will have an univerfall Pariry; This their Truth, 
Good God, when ſhall we have Peace, it not, till all theſe Truths 
meet | 
But, Chriſt ſayes, 1 come not to bring Peace, but the Sword; therefore, 
for the propagation of Peace, it is 5-3 to uſe the Sword, : 
T @ 
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So,He is termed a fumbling Blocke,and does that warrant us to fum- 
ble? So, He ſayes, Ai you ſhall be offended beeayuſe of me ; and does this 
patroiiizeour Offences? Thu Law 15 good and juſt; Becauſe, then we had 
nog knowne fin but by the Law, is it therefore lawfull for us to fin ? God 
torbid. 

Our Saviour brings the Sword among us, as wholeſome meat brings 
ſicknefſe to a weakely ficke ſtomack, or phylick to a body abounding 
with Hamonrs; not intentionally, but eccaſtonally. 

Thus, by your erronious and weak miſtakes, yournake the Prince of 
Peace, the Patron of your unnaturall Warre; and the God of Tr«:h, the 
preſident of your unexamined errors, 

But, Almighty God, the Champion of his own Truth, and maintai-

way of Exciſe, one while by way of Sequeſtration, then by way of 
Plunder, bat (till, the iflue, Mo » x : And, te work the bctter upon 
'hc AﬀeRions ofthe Maltitude, all this for the behoofe of King, ana 
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Parliament, tor the pretended defence of (God knowes what ) Relig:- 
on; Inſomuch, that Men came tn like Swarmes to thenext Tree, or ra- 
ther like treachcrous Decoyes, with their innocent MultituJs , :mto the 
Net, and Hor/es without Number. | 

Thus were they ſupplyed with all necefſaries, which tlic Arme of 
fleſh could provide for the waging of an inconquerable warre, whereon, 
the money al.eady expended, makes no lefle figures then 17, Atilions 
Sterl. befides the Revenucs of the King, Lneen, Prince, Duke of Yorke, 
and the whole Eſtates of all ſuch that take up Armes againſt them, be- 
ſides free 2 warter, 21d Souldiers yet unpayd. His Majelty, on the 0- 
ther lide, driven away witha few Attendants, not having among them 
ſo many Swords 211d Piſtols, ns theſe had Cannons, wanting both Mon 7, 
Horſes , und Ammunition , onely what hee received from the picty of 
ſome beleiving Subjects, ( whole cares were Pamphlet-proofe againit 


all defamations, an4 ſcandals cat upon ſacred May fty ) finding l:nder 


Proviſion in his own Dom'nions; and that ſtopt or {vrized , which came 
from forreigne parts; No Shipping but what he pu-chalt, with the pre- 
cious arid extream hazard ot his few (bat valiant) Subjets;No Armes, 
but what he gained by the couragious venture of his own n:glected /ife, 
the ſubj:z& of our continuall Prayers, Yet hath God covered his head in 
the dey of battaile, and bleſt him with ſuch ſucceſle, that Hee is (by the 
Divine Providence ) become a great Maſter of the Field , and almoſt a- 
ble to maintain hight with his own Ships at Sea. 

The God of Heaven bleſſe him, and proſper him , and make h15 dayes as 
the dayes of Heaven, that being here the Faiths aefenaer , he may [till bee 
Acfended by the Objett of that Faith, 

Nor 1$ the providentiall hand of God more viſible in proſpering him

How is Holland, whoſe livelyhood was created by his Soveraignes 
favenr, branded with a double treachery, and like a Shittlecocke fallen 
at the firtt retry», and ſcarceable to raiſc{himſclfe by a ſorry Declaration? 

Is not Brsfoll Fines ( who at his Corncelt of Warre condemned and 
exccutcd innecent blood ) himſelfe condemneds( pleading — 
at 2 Connceliof Warre trom the mouth;of his owne General, thou 
tiading ( perchance) more Mercy enhe either deſerved , or ſhewed ? 
But that blood that cryed to him tor Aercy, will cry to Heaven for ven= 

eANCe., 
- And, arenot many moreripe for the ſame J»dgment, whoſe notori- 
ons Crimes have branded them for their reſpeRive puni/oments ? 

How many of thoſe b/e0d-preaching Miniſters, have dicd expeQors- 
ting B/ood? whillt others, at this time, labouring under the ſame ds/= 
eaſe, can find no Artto — a Recovery. All whom I leaveto poſ- 
fivle Repentance and paſle over. 

Cromwell, that proteſt defacer of Churches, (witneſle Peterborongh 
and Lince/ne, &c.) and Rifeler of the Monuments of the dead, whoſe

pilts; neither willing to endanger their per/ons , nor endammagce their 
pryſes, or, at leaſt, that they arc reſcrved for alaſt blow?

Thoſe Princely Benefattors ( whoſe bountifall Picvies thovght 
nothing too much for Gods Ambaſſadowrs, and theretore enlat= 
ged thr Revenwes lo much) well knew their places ard culiirgs 
requir'd it ; whoſe gates were to heopen to all commers ; and 
bread to be giventoall that wanted, Their Places ow: reliefe 
to the fathcrlcfle ; comfort to the widow ; /wpplies toth n:<dy; 
and /xccoxr to all that are afflied; and hoſpitality to 2/1 ira 
gers. No, their great Reyenucs are greater Eje-/orer then [noone 
veniences, it not abul.d. B 2 But 
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But thelegreat Revenues might have been decimated, and the 
Tenth part might have {utticiently maintained a preaching Mini. 
ftry,and the wie other parts might have been added to the Kings 
Revenues which wonld have made hins the richeſt and maſt gloria 
ous King in Chriſtendome ,and taken away thenecellity of Su6ſ6- 
dirs from the SubjeA.
